rarity of things prefene, and feeding their fancies with new dif- 
covertes at the Springs approach, they made fhift ro rub out the 
Winters cold bythe Fire-fide , having fuell enough growing at 
their very doores, turning down many a drop of the Boteell,and 
burning Tobacco with all the eafe they could, difcourfing be.

‘themfelves to finde out the bleffed Rules of Chrift for preferving 
herein, who through the affitance of his Bleffed Spirit, found 
chat the Word of God,penned by the Apofties in many Epiltics, 
written to particular Churches, confilting of fuch asare beloved 
Saints,by calling appeacing fo in the judgement of Charity, being 
tryed by the rule of the word,not fcandalous in their Lives, for 
the fociety of fuch they fought,aad in thefe beginnings found ve- 
‘ry few, feven being the left number a Church can be gathered, or 
conceived by jult confequence from the Word of God. Having 
fafted and prayed with humble acknowledgement of their owa 
‘unworthinelfe to be called of Chrift co fo worthy a worke, they

Hefe were the beginnings of thefe refolute Souldiers of 
LC briff Jef in the yeare, 1631. Even to lay the Poundatie 
onof their feverall Churches of Christ, built onely on him as 
their chiefe Corner Stone. But as his chofen J/racl met with 
many difficuleies after cheir recurne from Captivity , in building 
the Temple and City, which they valiantly waded through ;So 
thefe weake wormes ( Oh Chrilt to thy praife be it {poken ) 
were moft wonderfully holpen in fuch diftrefles , as to appear- 
ance of man feemed to be both hopeleffe , and helpleffe,threat- 
ning deftru&ion to the whole building,and far from accempli{h: 
ing fuch great things as you have in part feene already , and thall 


in the following difcourfe (God willing ) fee more abundantly, 


adding a ftrong teftimony to the work, that as it was begun by 
Chrift , fo hath it beene carried on by him, and {nail to rhe ad- 
miration of the whole World be perfc&ted in his time, and un- 
lefe men willbe wilfully blinde, they muft needs fee and cone 
fe(fe the fame, and that che influence thereof hath already ron 
from.one end of the Earth unto the other. Lp piel 


This yeare 1631. fobn Winthrop Efq. was chofen Governour, ©

ing wellchat.where.the dead carkafs is, thither will the Eagles 
refort. Bat herein chey were much oppofed by certaine perfons, - 
whofe greedy defire for Jand,much hindered the worke fora 
.time, as indeed all fuch perfons do.at this very day , and let fuck

Others fearing poverty , and famifhment, fuppofing the prefene 
{carcity would never be turned into plenty, removed. them- 
felves away , and fo never beheld the great good the Lord hath 
rss | Se RES done 
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done for his people, but the valiant of the Lord waited with pa- 
tience, and in the miffe of beere fupp'ted themfelves with water, 
even the moft honoured as well as others, contentedly rejoycing 
ina Cup of cold water, bleffing the Lord that had given chem 
the talte of that living water; and, that they had not the water 
ehat flickes the ehrift of their naturall bedies, given them by 
meafure, but might drinke co the full; as alfo in the ablence of 
Bread they fealted themfelvcs with fith, the Women once a day, 
as the tide gave way, reforted to the Muftells, and Clambankes, 
which area Fith as big as Horfe-muficlls, where they daily ga- 
thered their Families food with much heavenly difcourfe of the 
provifions Chrift had formerly made for many thoufands of his 
followers inthe wilderneffe. Quoth one, my Husband hath tra- 
vailed as far as Plimoth( which ts ncere 40 miles,) and-hath wich 
great toile brought a little Corne home with him, and before 
that is {pent the Lord will affucedly provide : quoth the other,our 
laft peck of Meale is now in the Oven at home a baking, and ma- 
ny of our godly Neighbours have quite fpent all, and wee owe 
one Loafe of that little wee have; Then (pake a third,my busband 
hath ventured himfelfe among the Indians for Corne, and can 
get none, as alfo ouc honoured Governour hath diftcibuted his 
fo far, that a day or two more will put an end to his {tore,and 
all che reft, and yet methinks our Children are as cheerefull, fat, 
and lufty with feeding upon thofe Muffélis,Clambanks and other 
Fith asthey werein England, with their fillof Bread, which 
makes mee cheerfull in the Lords providing for us, being further 
confirmed by the exhortation of onc Paftor to truft che Lord 
with providing for us ; whofe is the Earth and the fulneffe theres 
of. And as they were incowraging one another in Chrifts 
carefull providing for them , they lift up their eyes and faw two 
Ships comming in, and prefently this newes came to their Hares, 
that they were come from facland full of Victualls, now eheic ° 
poore hearts were not fo much refrefhed in regard of the food 
they faw they were like to have, as their foules rejoyced in thae 
Chrift would now manifelt himfelfe to be the Commiffary Ge- 
nerall ofthis his Army, and that hee fhould honour them fo 
far as to be poore Sutlers for his Camp, they foone up with thetr 
Modflells, and hig them home to ftay their hungry ftomacks.

Bout this time the Jvdians that were molt converfane a 

mong them, came quiking and complaining of a barbarous 
and ernell peopie called the Tarratises, who they faid would eat 
{uch Men as they caught alive, tying themtoa Tree, and gnaw- 


ing their fi:th by peece-meales off their Bones, as alfo that they 
were a {trong and numerous people, and now comming, which 
made them fice to the &x¢lih, who were but very few in nume 
ber ac this time, and couid make but litele refiltance,being much 
difperfed, yet did they keepe a conftant watch, negleCting no 
meanes(/bri? had put into their hands for their owne fafety,in fo 
much thatthey were exceedingly weakned with continued {a- 
bour, watching and hard diet , but the Lord gracioufly upheld 
them in all, for thus te befell neere the Towne of Linx,then cal- 
led Sangu/?,in the very dead of the night ( being upon their 
watch, becaule of the report that went of the Jndians approach 
to thofe parts) one Lieutenant Walker, a man indued with faith, 
and of a coursgious f{pirit , comming to relieve rhe Centinell be« 
ing come up with him, all of a fudden they heard the Sticks 
crack hard by them,& withall he fele fomething brufh hard upon 
his fhou'der, which was an Indian arrow (hot through his Coat; 
and the wing of his buffe-Jacket. Upon this hee difcharged his 
Culliver directly coward the place, where they heard the noife, 
_ which being deeply loden brake in pieces, then they returned co 
the Court of Guird, and raifed fuch frall forces as they had ; 
comming to the light they perceived he had an other Atrow 
fhot through his Coat beewixt his Legs. Seeing this great pres 
fervation they ftood upon their Guard till Morning , expeGing 
the Indians to come upon them every moment’, but when day- 
light appeared, they foone fent word to other pitts, who ga- 
‘thered together, and tooke counfell how to quit sia i 
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thefe Indiazs, whofe approach they demed would be fudden, 
they agreed toidifchage their great Guns, the redoubling eccho 
gattling in the Rocks caufcd the Indians to betake themfelves to 


“to vifie their fick Wigwams , helpe them all they could, but as

flight (being a terrible unwonted found usto them ) or rather 
he who put fuch trembling feare in the Affyriaws Army, {ruck 
the like in thefe crue!! Casniballs.in the Autumme following, the 
Indianswho had all this time held sood correfpondency with the. 
Englifh, began to quarrell with them about their bounds of Land, 
notwithfanding they ‘purchafed all they had of them, bur the 


Lord put an end to this quarrell alfo, by {miting the Zndsans with 


a fore Difesfe, even the {mall Pox ; of the which great numbers 
of them died, yet thefe fervants of Chrift minding their Mafters 
bufincfie,were much moved in affe&tion toward them to fee them 
depart chis life without the knowledge of God in Chrift, And 


‘therefore were very. frequent among them for all the noyfome- 
‘néfle of their Difeafe , entring their Wigwams, and exhorting. 
“phem in the Name of the Lord. Among others one of the chiefe 
* Saggumores of the tMattachufers, whom the Engle samed 
Saggamore foln,gave fome good hopes, being alwayes very cong 
teous to them,whom the godly, and much kononr’d among the . 
 Englifh, viliting a fiecle before his death, they inftruing him in 


che knowledge of God. Quoth hee by and by mee Mattamoy 


~ may be my two Sons live,you take them to teach much Co know 
ci God. ie ‘1 it 


_ Accordingly the honoured Mr. Fohn Winthrop , and the Reves 
rend Mr.fohn Wil én tooke them home, notwithftanding the in- 
fection {nelle of che Difeafe theit Farher died of. The mortality 
among them was very great ; and increafed among them daily 
more and more, infomnch that the poore Creatures being very 


“tiorous of death, would faine have fled from it, but could 
“not tellhow, uoleffe they could have gone from themfelves ; Re. 


lations were little regarded among therm st this time, fo that 
many, who were fmitten with the Difeafe died helplefle , un- 
lefle they were nezre , and knows fo the Englifs: their Pow- 


— woWwes, Wizards, and Charmers, Athamochas Factors were poftet 


with greatelt feare of any. The Winters piercing cold Rayed not 
the ftrength of this hot Difeafe , yer the Englife endeavouring

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they entred one of their matted Houles, they beheld a moft fad 
fpectacle, death having fmitten them all fave one pooreInfane, 
which lay on the ground fucking the Breaft of its dead Mother, 
feeking to draw living nourifhment from her dead breaft. Their 
lead they left ofe-times ubburied , wherefore the. Eugli® were 
forced to dig holes,and drag heir ftinking corps into them. Thus 
did che Lord allay their quarrelfome {pirits, and made roome 
for.the following part of his Army. This yeare came over more 
fupplies to forward.the worke of Chrift.

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This yeare was the firlt choife of Magiltrates by frecsmen, 
whofe number was now increafed , fifty three or thereabout, to 
declare the manner of their Government is by the Author de- 
ferred till the year. 1637. where the Reader may behold Go- 
vernment both in Churches and Common-wealth, to be anin- 
Rieution of che Lord , and much availeable through his blefling 
for the accompl fhment of his promifes to his people. 

This year thefe fore- runners of the following Army of Chrift, 
afcer the fight of many of the admirable AG of his providence 
forthem , begunteo take up {teddy refolution through the helpe 
ofhim to wade through the Ocean, they were farther like to 


meete withall, and therefore began co plane the yet wacilled | 


Earth, having as yet no other meanes to teare up the buflay lands, 
but their hands and howes, their bodies being in very ill temper 


by reafon of che Scurvy (a Difeafe in thofe dayes very frequent) - 


toundergoe fuch extremity , but being prick’d on with hungers 
tharpe gode, they keepe doing according to their weake abili- 
ties, and yet produce but little food for a long feafon,but being 
perfwaded that Chrilt will rather raine bread from Heaven, then 
his people fhould want, being fully perfwaded , they were fer 
on the worke at his command. Wherefore they followed on 
with allhands, and the Lord (who hath che Cartell of thoufand 
Hills, and the Corne of renthoufand Vallies, the whole Earth, 
and fulnefie of ic ) did now raife up freth fupplies to be added to 
thefe both of men and provifion of food, men no’leffe valiané 
in Faith then them,the former amonglt whom was the Reverend 
Mr.Welds and Ms. 7ames, who was welcomed by the people of 
) Chrift at Charles Towne, and by them called tothe Office of a 
-. Paftot, where hee continued for fome yeares, and from thence 


removed to NeW haven, upon fome feed of prejudice fowne by, 


the enemies of this worke.. But good Reader doe thou behold ; 
and remember him farther in the following Lines ;

Alchough the great ftraites this Wilderneffe people were in 
for want of food, was heard of among the godly people in Eng. 
land, yet would they not decline the worke, but men of Eftates 
fold their pofleffions, and bovght plenty of foode for the 
Voyage, which fome of them fent before hand, by which meanes 


they were provided for, a¢ alfo the Lord put it into the hearts 


of fuch as were Mafters, and Undertekers of Ships to ftore their 
Veflells fo well chat they had to {pare for this peoples need, and 
further Chrift caufed abundance of very good Filh to cometo 
their Nets and Hookes, and as for fuch as were unprovided with 
thele meanes , they caught them with their bands, and fo with 
Fith,wild Onions and other Herbs were fweetly fatisfied till 
other provifions came in, here muft labouring men a little be 
minded, how iil they recompenced thofe perfons, whofe eftates 
helps chem to food before they could reipe any from the Earth, 
that forgetting thofé courtefies they foon by exceffive prifes took 
for their worke, made many File-leaders fall back to the next 
Ranke,advancing themfelves im the meane time. About this time 
the Church of Chritt at Roxbary, being a diligent people, early 
prevented their Brethren in other Churches by calling the Ree 
verend M:.Weldsto be their PaRor, of whom you may fee fome- 
whac farcher in the following lines ; woven 
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“0 worke oh Welds | is wilderneffe betime 
Chrift thee commands, that thou bes folke foctla>s follow s 
‘And feede his flackin Covenant band combine, 
With them through him bis glorions name to halaw 5 
Seven yeares thom flomtly diast wade through With teile, 
Thefe defart cares back by advice againe, 
Thou didSt returne unto thy native foile, 
There to advance Chrifts Kingdome noW remaine.

Ifland to another upon the Ice, Here Reader thou mult be mia~ 


ded of an other admirable AG of Chrift for this yeare, in chang- 


ing the very nature of the feafons, moderating the Winters cold © 


of late very much, which fome impute to the cutting downe the 
woods, and breaking up the Land ; But Chrift have the praife of 
all his glorious Aéts, About this time did the valiant in faith, 
and Reverend Paftlor Mr. Poh wilfon retwrne to Englund, and 
furely the power of Chrift hath notably appeared in this weake 
forry man. You muft needs fee the Author will flatter no man, 
yet will he not be wanting to tell the noble Acts of Chrift Jefus, 
in making men ftrong forhimfelfe | here is one bornaup in the 
armes of his mercy, often through the perillons Seas night and 
dayes, yea: weeks and months upon the great deeps, and now 
having with his owne eyes beheld the manifold troubles thefe 
poore were in, yet at this very time hies him back to his 
Native foile, where his indeared Wife did yet remaine, purpofe-

_ This Towne was eppointed to be the feate of Government, 
but it continued not long, this yeare a {mall gleane of Rye was 
brought to the Court as the fir(t fruits of Englith graine,at which 
this poore people greatly rejoyced to fee the Land would beare 
it, but now the Lords blefliag that way hath exceeded all 
peoples expeCtation,, cloathing the Earth with plenty of all 
kinde of graine. Here minde I mult the Reader of the admirable 
acts of Chrilts Providence toward this people, that although 
they were in fuch great {traites for foode,that many of them eate 
their Bread by waight, and had little hopes of che Earths fruice 
fullneffe, yet the Lord Chrift was pleafed co refreth their {piries 
with fuch quickning grace, and lively affections to this Temple. — 
worke, that they did not defere the place; and that which was 
more remarkable, when they had {carce houfes to fhelter. them- 
felves, and no doores to hinder the Indians accefle to all they 
had inthem, yet did the Lord fo awe their hearts,that alchough 
they frequented the Exglifomens places of aboade, where their 
whole fubltance, weake Wives and little ones lay open to their 
pluader ; during their. abfence being whole dayes at Sabbath. 
Affemblies, yet had they none of their food or ftuffe diminifhed, 
neither Children nor Wives burt in the leaft meafure , althongh 
the Judians came commonly to them at thofe times, much hun- 
ery belly ¢ asthey uleto fay ) and were then in number and 
ftrength beyond the Englifp by far. eek 

Yet further fee the great and noble Ads of Chrilt coward this 
his wandering people, feeling againe the fcarcity of foode, and 
being confirained to. come to a {mall pittanee daily, the Lord to 


provide for them, canfeth the Deputy of Jrelaxd to fet forth 3 4 


great Ship unknowne to this people, and indeed {mallreafon - 
in his own apprehenfions why he fhould fo do ( but sae

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have it fo.) This Ship ariving , being filled with food, the godly

yeare beares them a very thin crop, till the foard of the Earth 
be rotten,and therefore they have been forced to cut their bread 
very thin for a Jong feafon. But.the Lord is pleafed to provide 
for them great fore of F.th in the {pring time, and efpecially 
Alewives about ehe bigneffe of a Herring, many thoulands of

ber,Planke and Malt for Shipping to the Town of Boffo, asalfo 
Ceder and Pine.board to fupply the wants of other Townes, 
and alfo to remote parts,even as far as Barbadoes. They want 
not for F.fh For themfelves and others alfo.. 
This Towne confifted. of about fixty Families, the forme is. 
fomevahat intricate to defcribe, by reafon of the Seas wafting 
-crookes, where it beates npon a mou'dering fhore, yet have they 
ccmapteat {treetes in fome places, the people joyaed in Crurch 
covenant in this place, were much about ao hundred fonles, but 
have been leffened by a fad wabrotherly contention, which fell 
out among them, waiting them every way,continued already for 
feven yeares {psce, to the great griefe of all other Churches, 
who held out the right hand of fellowfhip unto them in Bro- 
therly communion, which may (the Lord helpicg) demonftate: 
toallthe true Churches of Chrif the World throughout , al-

. grouad, he caught the halberts {pearein his hand, and wound it 
 quice round. After the Englih were thus poflefled of this 
ficit vidtory, they fent their prifoners to the p:onsces, and 
profecute the warre in hand,cothe next Battalia of the In- 
dians, which lay on ahill about two miles diftant, and indecd 
their ftonreft Souldiers were at this place, and not yet come 
to the fort; the Englifh being weary with their night worke, 
and wanting fuch refrefhing as the prefent worke required, 
began togrow faint, yet having obtained one victory, they 
were very defirous of another: and further, they knew right. 
well, .cill this curfed crew were urterly rooted out, they 
fhonld never be at peace; therefore they marched on toward 
them, Now afluredly, had the Indians knowne how much - 
weakned our Souldiers were at prefent, they might have born 
them downe with their multitude, they being very {trong 
and agile of body, had they come to handy-gripes ; but the 
-Lord (who wou'd have his people know their work was his,and 
he onely mutt order their Counfels,and war: like work for them) 
did bring them timely fupply from the veflels, and alfo gave 
them a fecond vi@tory, wherein they fl:w many more of their e- 
nemies, the refidue flyinginto a very thick {wamp, being unac- 
ceffible, by reafon of che boggy holes of water, and thick buthes; 
 the’Englith drawingup their company beleagered the fwamp,

-— prelates, which caafed the fervants of Chriftto wander from” 
~ their home. This yeare che reverend and judicious M.7o/. Glover 
undertook this long voyage, being able both in perfon and eftete 
for the work he provided, for further compleating the Colonies 
in Church and Common.wealth-work, a Printer, which hath 
been very ufefullin many refpedts; the Lord feeing ic meat that

af) (he yeare, the firlt day of the Fourth Month, about two of 
E the clock in the after-roone, the Lord caus’d a great and 
terrible Earth-quake, which was eenerall throughout all the 
Englifh Plantations ; the motion of the Earth was fuch, that it 
caused divers men (that had never knownc an Earthquake be- 
fore) being at worke in the Fields.to cat downe their working- 
‘tooles, and run with gaftly terrified lookes, to the next com> 
piny they.could meet withall; iecame fromthe Welterne and 
uninhabited parts of this Wildernefle, and went the direct 
courfe: this brood of Travellerscame, the Minifters of Chrift 
many of them could fay.at that very time (not from any other 
Revelation but what the word holds forth)that if theCherches 
of New England were Gods houfe, then fuddenly there would 
follow great alterations in the Kingdomes of Europe. 

This yeare the civill government proceeded to cenfure the re- 


fidue of thofe fiafull erconcous perfons, who raifed much com- 
e V3 mos. 
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. ‘motion tn this litele Common-wealth; who being banithed, 
reforted toa place more Southward, fome of them fitting down 
at a place called Providence, ethers betooke them to an Ifand.- 
about 16. miles diltant from the former, called Rode Ifland, 
where having Elbow. roome enoveh, none of the Minifters of 
Chrilt, nor any other to interrnpe their falfe and deceivable Do- _ 
Ctrines, they hamper’d themfelves fouly with their owne line, - 
end foone fhewed the depthlefle ditches that blinde guides 
lead into ; many among them being much to be pittyed, who 
were drawne from the truth by the bewitching tongues of 
fome of them being, very ignorant and eafily perverted: and ale 
theugh che people were not many in all, yet were they very di. 
verle in their opinions, and glad where they could gaine moft 
Diicipies to heare chem ; fome were for every day to bea Sab- 
bath ,and therefore kept not any Sabbath-day at all.others were __ 
fome for one thing, fomefor another ; and therefore had their 
feverall meetings, making many a goodly piece of Preachment : 
among whom there were fome of the female fexe(who deeming 
the Apoflle Pan/to be. too fri& in not, permitting a roome 
to preach in the publique Congregation) taught, notwith{tan. 
ding they having their call to this office, from an ardent defice 
of being famous, e/pecially the grand Miftreffe of them all, who 
ordinarily prated every Sabbath day, till others, who thirfted af- 
ter honour in the fame way with her felfe,drew away her Au. 
ditors, aad then fhe withdrew her felf, her husband, and her fa0 
mily alfo,to amore remote place; and afluredly, although the _ 
Lord be fecret in all che difpenfation of his Providences, whether . 
in judgement or mercy, yet much may be learn’d fromail, as 
fometimes pointing with the finger to the !effon; as here thefe 
perfons withdrawing from the Churches of Chrift (wherein he 
walketh, and is to be found ia his bleffed Ordinances) toa firlt 
and fecond place, where they came to a very fad end 3 for chus ie 
came to pafle in. the latter place, The Indians in thofe parts fore 
warned them of making their abode there; yet this could be no 
warning to them, but full they continued, being amongeft a mule 
citude of Indians, boalted they were become all one Indian : and 
_ indeed, this woman, who had che chiefe rule of all the coalt, be- 
ing very bold in her {trange Revelations and eae eae

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tells them, though all nations and people were cut off round a- 


“bout them, yet fhould noethey; till on aday eertaine Indians 


coming to her houfe, difcourfing with chem, they wifhed to tye 
up her doges, forthey much bit the man, not miftruiting the 


Indians guile, did fo; the which no fooner done, but they cruelly 


murthered her, taking one of their daughters away with them, 
& another of them feexing to efcape is caughe,as fhe was getting 
over a hedge, and they drew her back againe by the hiire of the 
head co the ftump of a tree, and there cut off herhead with a 
hatchet; the other that dwelt by them betook them to boat, 
and fled, to-tell this fad newes; the reft of cheir companions,. 
who were rather hardened in their finfull way, and blafphemous. 
opinions, than brought to any fight of their damnable Errours, 
as youthall after hear; yet was notthis the firft loud {peaking 
hand of God againfi them, but before this the Lordhad poyn- 
ted dire€tiy to. their finne by avery fearfull Montfter, that ano- 
ther of thefe women brought forth they ftriving to bury it in 
oblivion, but the Lord brought it co light, feteing Forth the view 
of their monftrous Errors in this prodigious birch. This ycare, 
although che eftates of thefe pilgrim people were much walted, 
yet feeingthe benefice that would accrew to the Churches of 
Chrift and Civil Government, by the Lords bleffing, upon lear- 
ning, they began to erect a Colledge, the Lord by his providenz 
hand giving his approbation to the work, in fending over a 
faithfull and godly fervant of his, the reverend Me fobs Harverd,. - 
who joyning with the people of Chrift at Charles Towne, fud- 
dainly after departed this life, and gave near a thoufand pound 


toward this work; wherefore the Government thonght it mece. 


to call it “Harverd Colledge in remembrance of him.

| Abeut this time the Town of Malden bad his firft founda- 
tion ftones laid by certain perfons, who iffued out of Charles- 
Town, and indeed had her whole {trn€tnre within the bouads 
of this more elder Town, being fevered by the broad ipread~ 
ing river of Miftick the one from the orher, whofe trouble- 
fome paflagecanfed the people on the North fide of the ri- 
ver co plead for Town-priviledges within themfelves , which 
accordingly was granted them;the foyl is very fictile, but they 
are much ftraitned in their bounds, yet their neerne{s to the 
chief Market Towns, makes it the more comfortable for ha-

with a people at the Town of Hull, which is a fmali Port- 
cown peopled by fifhermen, and lies at the entrance of the 
Bays mouth, wherethis Mr. A@athews continued preaching , 
till he lof the approbation of fome ableunderftanding mea, 
among both Magillrates and Minifters, by weak and unfafe 
expreifions in kis teaching , yet notwithftanding he was cal- 
ted to the office of a Pattor by the brethren of thisChurch of 
Chrif at Afaldes, alehough fome Neighbour-churches were — 
unfatisfied therewith, for it isthe manner of all the Churches 
of Chrift here/hitherto, ¢o have the approbation of their Si- 
frerechusches, and the civil Government alfo in the proceed-

become ap ifland, it was thought meet, thac the people tn- 
habiting the fame fhould gather into a Church-body, and 
build a Meeting-houfe for theis aflembly, the which they have 
already done, but not as yet called any one to ofhee; forfince — 
the people of Chrift in fome other places, both ia England | 
and el{where, have through the goodnefs of God obtained a 
like liberty with our{felves, the Minilters of Chrift haye had 
their labours takem up inoother places ‘as well as here, @ 
which hath caufed this Church as yet to be defticnte

The Wo- 
men for the moft part aré very modeft, although they go as naked 
as the Men : they are generally yery laborious at their planting 
time ; and the Men extraordinary idle, making their {quawes 
tocarry their Children and the luggage befide; fo that many times 
they travell eight or ten mile with a burden on their backs,mote fi: 
ter for a horfe to carry then a woman. The men follow no kind of 
labour but hunting, fifhiag and fowling, in all which they make 
ufe of their Bowe and Arrowes ta fhoot the wilde creatures of the 
Trees , as Squitrells , gray and black Rockoones : as for Deer, 
they ordinarily catch them in traps, with a pole bent down, and 2 
Cord at the end, which flyes up and ftayes their hafty courfe. 
Bewer, Orter, and Adeofe they catch with Traps alfo: they are 
very good maarks-men, with their Bowe aad Arrows. Their Boyes 
will ordinarily fhoot fifh with their Arrowes as they {wim ia the 
fhallow Rivers, they draw the Arrow halfe way. putting the 
point of it into the water,, they let flye and ftrike the fila threugh ; 
the like they do to Birds lefler and great : onely the'Geefe and 
Turkées being ftrong of wing , fomtimes flee away with their 
Arrowes ftickisg in them ;- this 1s all the trade they ufe, which 
makes them deftitute of many neceflaries, both in meats drink, ap- 
parell and houfes. 3 
As for any religious obfervation, they were the moft deftitute 
of any people yet heard of , the Divel having chem in very great 
fubjection , nor ufing crafc to delude them, as he ordinarily doch 
in melt parts of the World : but kept them in a continuall flavith 
fear of him : onely the Powawes, who are more converfant with 
him, then any other, formetimes recover their ficke folk with 
charmes , which they ufe, by the help of the Divell ; and this
